er future. There is nota home or a village in 
this land, not a city, not a State, not a sweeping 
prairie or lofty mountain land that is not made 
brighter and happier by the character and the 
deeds of this General. He died too soon by a 
score of years, but not before he had made many 
love him. 

Generous, open-hearted, he was rich io friends 
if notin gold. His associates in military and 
civil life have scattered love and friendship for 
him all over the country. If in dying de felt 
sorrow for leaving this world, it must have been 
that he was sinking away from a scene of friend- 
ship. He must have felt the splendid peace and 
cheerful parting of a true patriot anc a soldier. 
His life will show the line between cruelty and 
war. It will point out where onthe battiefield 
sternness and mercy meet. It will harmonize 
the profession of a General with the love of the 
philanthropist. It will be the picture of a hero, 
@ man, a thinker, a citizen, and a soldier. 

It has come to this beloved General at last to 
accept God's call. What is this scene unless it 
is the end of life’s battle and a call to some 
nobler fatherland, where we hear the voice that 
cries: Peace! Peace! 

DR. MOPHERSON’S EULOGY. : 

Dr. McPherson followed Prof. Swing. His 
voice trembled with emotion as he spoke. 
He said: 

I think there isa certain appropriateness in 
directing the attention of a younger generation 
to those great names among which his will be 

ten for all time. The majestic figures of our 
civil war are growing few, and already, after 
twenty-five years, the majority are on the other 
side. Grant went before. Gen. Sherman, God 
bless him, still remains, Multitudes of others, 
whom we hope by the teaching of our children 
daily to honor, have gone. This time marks the 
Geparture of another of the heroes. But it re- 
minds us that it does not diminish our re- 
sponsibility. One generation passes away 
and another comes forward to assume 


lie before us.today was a brave and cheerful 
man. We should teach our children to honor 
such men. One of his last acts was as President 
of the Patriotic Sons of America. What a beau- 
tiful thought, to be among the Patriotic Sons of 
America! I have long honored him, not only for 
what he did, but for what he was. Sometimes I 
have questioned whether he received the full 
share of appreciation from the people, because 
he was so quiet and unostentatious. His services 
were given so naturally that we came to assume 
that we had the right to receive and enjoy them. 

I have remarked his great unity of onward 
purpose. It has deen beautifully said that he 
was asoldier. He was content to bea soldier, 
since that makes demand upon all the qualities 
of man and all the features of character. Eight 
and thirty years mostly spent in obscurity, never 
used for selt-advancement, with his great record 
not for the man only but for the country, It is 
a National loss that we mourn today. 

I have remarked in him the quiet, stead- 
fast, sterling quality of thinking, and I have 
thought that, like Hannibal, he learned to 
be a great soldier, because he first learned 
to follow and obey. He never questioned 
the orders of those who had the right to tell him 
where to go. Hedischargea tne duties that he 
was appointed to. I think all, not soldiers only 
but all, even those whose lives, like mine, are 
cast in most quiet courses, will learn that chief 
among the virtues of distinguished characters is 
this quality of faithfulness and truthfulness 
which made him admired by his companions and 
fellow-citazens. Add to this a humanity that ap- 
peared all the nobler in bis profession, Lis sol- 
dier qualifications, the wisdom that was neces- 
sary in administration, as well as his bravery 
and self-sacrifice. Almost his last words were 
in speaking of that race which he alone among 


our people knew how to mandle. He had that 


steady quality which met every event with an 
unbroken spirit. His wise valor aad rare tact 
never struck an unnecessary or unsuccessful 


blow. 
Among his great virtures was one that distin- 


guished him prominently. I hear his best friends 
and nearest acquaintances say that he was of 
singular purity, He never forgot himself for an 
hour, whatever might be the temptation that be- 
det him. Asa man and a soldier he was even- 
tempered, of an equable disposition, always 
the same. It could be safely counted upon that 
tomorrow he would be the same man he was 
yesterday, always in the right way, never seek- 
ing any place that was not his own. 

Dr. McPherson closed with a prayer in 
which he thanked God for the example of 
him who haa passed away. He had shown 
that it was worth while to be pure and faith- 
ful, and in this mysterious scene of death 
there was something to awaken a sweeter 
sympathy alaong men and that prompted to 
a better life. 

THE GENSRAL’S FAVORITE HYMN. 

Then the melody of an old, familiar tune, 
primitively plaintive and sweet—“In me 
Chrisuan’s Home in G -a great favorite 
of the General’s, was sung. At its conclu- 
sion Dr. Locke pronounced the apostolic 
benediction. It was to the people that he 
said: 

“The peace of God, which passeth all 


understanding, keep your hearts and minds 


in the knowledge and love of God and his 
Son, Jesus Christ.“

The promise of the pomp and circumstance 
of the procession kept the many thousands 
of people out in the cold waiting until the 
services in the hotel should have finished, 
when the slow march to the depot would 
begin. They waited patiently, seeking the 
spots where the bright sun shone warm and 
avoiding as much as possible the cold wind 
which broke the promise of aspring- uke day. 

THRONGS IN THE STREETS. 

But as the hour drew near the crowds 
thronged eyery coigne of vantage. The cop- 
ing of the space in front of tne Government 
Building swarmed with sightseers. The 
windows were biack with people. The 
streets thronged with them, and the police 
had ali they could do to keep Clark street 
open. The Adams street cars stopped on the 
crossing, unable to worm a passage through 
the dense mass of humanity. The aids 
galloped back and forth, shrieking orders, 
which were repeated along the line as if by 
an echo. 

Finally one could distinguish the words, 
“ Carray-ay b-arms!’’ and then came a surg- 
ing of the great crowd. The bugles sounded 
a long-drawn melody in the major triad, the 
drum-major lifted his glittering staff, and 
the long column, headed by a platoon of 
police under the command of Lieut. Bacchus, 
began its progress to the Baltimore and 
Ohio depot. 

The route had been changed in order to 
accommodate the cortége. Turning north 
from Jackson on Clark street it proceeded 
up Clark to Washington, to Michigan avenue, 
and along that boulevard in front of the 
depot, when the hearse and carriages left 
the line and drove down the passage to the 


cars. 
THE FUNERAL TRAIN. 

The b -car was smoothly covered 
with black cloth. The roof-line and the base- 
une were festooned with the same funereal 
color set off by white rosettes. This was 
the design of Capt. McCauley. The palace- 
car, which followed, was simply festooned, 
not draped. 

Within the baggage-car stood a dais, on 
which restei the oaken chest in which was 
placed the casket. Over it was constructed 
a tent of black cloth, at the ends of which 
were draped voluminous flags, On the top 
of the casket were laid the floral pieces, In 
the forward end of the car, curtained of 
from the tent, was the space devoted to the 
six non-commissioned officers from Fort 
Sheridan—Sergts. William McCreedy, Al- 
bert Lunt, Charies Miller, John Fox, Ma- 
rion Rumsey, and William Henn—who had 
lifted the casket into the hearse, had borne 


{ it from the hearse to the car through an ave- 


nue of bareheaded men, and who will carry 

the casket to its last resting-place in Oak- 

land, Ind. Straight and sturdy soldiers are 
they, strong of arm and hollow of back, all 
picked men. 

The crowd waited till the ladies had taken 
their weeping farewell of Mrs. Crook and 
Mrs. Reade, tili Cols. Corbin, Heyl, and 
Stanton, Majs. Roberts and Randall, and 
Lieut. Kenyon had boarded the train, till the 
gong struck once—twice—aad the train 
glided away, and then dispersed. They may 
have forgotten of the sorrowing woman who 
sat grieving for the warrior, the lover, the 
tender husband, the companion of a lifetime 
—the thinking, living, loving man who had 
vanished, as it were, like a dream and had 
left but the outwara semblance which moth- 
er earth claimed with a demand that could 
not be denied. After it is all over it is she 
alone who must bear the loneliness.

When he 
received a dispatch announcing the death of 
his old commander he wrote the following 
letter to Capt. Philip Reade of Chicago: 

JANESVILLE, Wis., March 22.—My Dear Cap- 
tain: The startling news of the death of Gen. 
Crook deprives me of words to express the grief 
Ifeel While my acquaintence with him was 
confired to what I saw and knew of him while in 
the service, and the very pleasant relations ex- 
isting since my connection with the Wisconsin 
National Guard, I feel, Captain, that I but feebly 
express the sentiment of every ex-enlisted man 
of the United States army when I say that to 
know him was to love and respect him as a

DAMAGE AT PITTSBURG, 


The Basements of Many Houses Fall of 
Water—The River Rising. 

PiTTsBURG, Fa., March 23.—The. Mononga- 
hela River touched the highest notch of the 
presant flood at 2 o’clock this afternoon, when 
the marks registered twenty-four feet even. 
The Allegheny River reached the same point a 
short time later, but is still rising. River- 
men, however, do not anticipate a much 
higher stage, as it has grown quite cold, and 
the reports from the headwaters show the 
river to be stationary. So far no serious 


damage has been done. Most of the boats 


along the wharf had steam up toauy and 
were ready in case of danger. 

In the vicinity of what is known as Bare- 
foot Square the water completely surrounds 
many of the houses and has cut off all com- 
munication with them except by skiffs. The 
residents were busy all day moving their ef- 
fects to the upper stories. 

On School street the scholarsin the Pres- 
byterian Sunday-school were dismissed at 
half-past 3 o’clock, and at 4 o’clock it was im- 
possible to get into the buildmg on account 
of the high water. The water banked up 
from a sewer and rushed ina great volume 
down the streets, flooding the entire vicinity 
and badly damaging the new ball grounds of 
the brotherhood in Exposituon Park. 

On the PittéBurg side the water overflowed 
the basements of nearly all the business 
houses on Fifth, Sixth, and Seventh streets, 
Duquesne way, the lower end of Pennsyl- 
vania avenue and Water street, doing con- 
siderable damage and causing a great deal 
of incon venience. 

A fifty-foot span of the Ohio connecting 
bridge just being erected across the Ohio 
River below Allegheny City was washed 
away late this afternoon and the abutments 
considerably damaged. At midnight the Al- 
legheny River was stationary, with twenty- 
four feet six inches on the marks. It has 
not rained for twenty-four hours, and no fur- 
ther danger is apprenended.

Nat C. Goodwin in a fit of jealousy attempted 
to commit suicide by taking carbolic acid to- 
night in her room at the Southern Hotel. It

tion to that he has been drinking rather 
heavily for sevéral days. Yesterday he 
appeared in a box at a watinée at the theater 
with a well-known woman, and Mrs. Good- 
win, who was on tue lookout, was in the au- 
dience, She returned to her hotel, and, dis- 
patching a messenger boy to the drug-store, 
purchased a quantity of carbolic acid, which 
she diluted and swallowed. Fortunately the 
dilution had rendered the acid comparatively 
harmless, and little difficulty was experi- 
enced in removing the effects of tne drug. 

Mr. Goodwin is responsible for the state- 
ment that the aim was suicidal, and not ac- 
cidental. When assured that she was out of 
danger he left the hotel with a companion, 
and at a late hour last night had not re- 
turned. 

Mrs. Goodwin isa handsome and stylish 
woman, and during her stay at the hotel has 
attracted universal notice and admiration.

DESTRUCTIVE PRAIRIE FIRES RAGING.

BurirmNeton, Colo., March 23.—Nearly 200,- 
000 acres in the eastern portion of the State 
have been burned over by pruirie fires, which 
are not yet extinguished. A number of 
houses and alarge quantity of hay are re- 
ported burned. Several lives are believed to 
have been lost, though the latter report is 
not coafirmed: The fire was started by 
hunters. 

Wiontra, Kas., March 23.—[Special.]—A 
prairie fire is raging twenty miles northeast 
of here and has already devastated ten miles 
square, destroying, according to the most re- 
liable information, eighteen farmhouses, 
with outbuildings and other property, caus- 
ing a total loss of over $200,000. Several 
people in fighting the fire were severely 
burned.

BOLD MIKE SILK Is CAPTURED. 


The Man Whe Robbed Jeweler Scholler 
Arrested and Identified. 

Detective Nordrum bas captured the thief 
who walked out of a Twelfth street jewelry 
store one afternoon last July with $500 worth 
of gold rings. When the prisoner was taken 
to the Central early Saturday evening he 
was at once positively identified as 
the notorious Mike Silk, alias Arthur 
Bond, whose daring robberies ter 
rified the people in Southern Missouri 
five years ago. Suk served time in 
the Missouri penitentiary, and afterwards in 
a similar. institution in Michigan, and he is 
not unknown to the bridewell authorities in 
this city. His attempt to murder Officer 
Roach at Harrison street and Center avenue 
one night last summer and his desperate 
struggie with Officers Dennis Fitzgeraid and 
McGonigan at Monroe street and Oakley ave- 
nue a few weeks later are well remem 

Fred Scholler's jewelry store is at Halsted 
and Twelfth streets. The afternoon the rob- 
bery. occurred the proprietor was alone. A 
well-dressed stranger entered and asked to 
look at some finger-rings. Mr. Scholler took 
out one tray of rings after another and 
placed them on top of the showcase. 

Then the stranger asked for a diamond 
ring and the jeweler went to the safe and 
returned with his last tray. He found the 
stranger had cleared the topof the show- 
case by placing the other trays one on the 
other in a pile, so he placed the tray con- 
taining the diamonds on top. 

Suddenly the “customer” produced a re- 
volver, and, taking all the trays on his arm, 
coolly walked out into the street, remarking 
to the storekeeper as he closed the door: 
* Follow me and I'll put six buliet-holes in 
your head.“ 

Scholler and half a hundred other persons 
searched the sidewalis for six blocks and re- 
covered about seventy rings that tumbled 
out of the trays as the robber ran. The police 
looked in vain for the offender. 

About 8 o’clock Saturday afternoon De- 
toctive Nordrum was at the brideweil when 
the prisoners who had finished their time 
were being released. He recognized oneof 
the men as Silk, although that individual 
was registered as John A. Sholten. Nordrum 
waited until his man was outside the walls 
and then grabbea him. Silk turned and 
struck at the officer twice, and a fleht en- 
sued that was an even struggle. Finally the 
thief was downed and the detective got the 
‘*come-alongs’”’ safely on his wrists. Schol- 
ler went to the Central in the evening and 
positively identified the prisoner as the man 
who robbed him. Numerous pawn-tickets 
were found in Silk's possession, and officers 
are now using them as aids in search for the 
missing jewelry. 


DEMONSTRATION BY CABPENTERS, 


They Have a Mass Meeting in the Mill 
District. 

The union carpenters of the Mill District, in 
the southwest part of the city, had a procession 
and mass meeting yesterday afternoon to em- 
phasize their demands for 40 cents an hour and an 
eight-hour day. The procession numbered 
about six hundred men.

A 
communication was received from the Chicago 
Medical Society asking that the medical refer- 
ence books in the Public Library be transferred 
to the Newberry Library. In eXplanawon of this 
request it was said that the trustees of the New- 
berry Library had decided to maintain a medi- 
cal reference department as & permanent part of 
the library, whereas the Public Library, for lack 
of room and for other reasons, could not do 
much at the present time, nor prom- 
ise anything for the future in the 
way of a medical reference collection. 
It was also urged that the medical society 
has been largely instrumental in establishing 
the nucleus of medical works now in the Public 
Library, and that while valuable as a nucleus it 
would become practically worthless unless kept 
alive by constant additions, 

Librarian Hild explained that the Public 
Library bad no room fora medical department 
such as that proposed for the Newberry Library; 
that it was worse than useless to keep the books 
mentioned unless they were added to from time 
to time. It cost the board $600 per annum to 
keep the books. The matter was referred.

No English Girl Can Achieve Distinction 
Without “Tammy's” Approval. 
London Letter in the San Francisco Argo- 
naut; Of course you know—although I expect 
that many English commercial men, tempo- 
rarily resident in America, will be willing 
to come forward and deny my statement— 


of course you know that no girl in London 


society achieves distinctaon without the ap- 
proval of the Prince ot Wales, signalized by 
as many overt acts of attention and admira- 
tion as propriety will permit. It matters not 
who she is or what her rank. If she wants 
disti nction—i. e., notoriety (by some called 
fame)—she must first get “Tummy” to give 
her the proper send-off. lam quite aware 
that there are scores, ay, hundreds, of the 
English girls of the highest rank who 
do not seek, and whose parents would not 
desire them to receive, and who do not re- 
ceive any notice from the Prince. Beauti- 
ful, accomplished, high-bred, striking-look- 
ing girls they are, but they never become 
distinguished. Their rank and high station 
and their family name give them an unques- 
tioned assured position in society and carry 
them through their first and several more 
seasons very satisfactorily. But it is not 
either their beauty, accomplishments, high- 
breeding, or striking looks which do this, 
It epg rank only. Their father’s rank, 
really. 

That there have been someexceptions I 
admit. For example, the celebrated Count- 
ess of Dudley. Her fame ana distinction owed 
nothing to the Prince of Wales. At all 
events, in the way I have mentioned. He 
would have been only too glad to have 
„noticed“ and patronized her, but she would 
have none of it. In fact, that she actually 
snudbed his royal highness on more than one 
occasion is so well known as to be historical 
She literaily turned her back on him in pub- 
lic. She had a reason to despise him, and 
did not hesitate to show that she did. It 
might be thought that this pronounced stand 
against his advances gave her the notoriety 
she achievea; but, as a matter of fact, these 
open and undiaguised acts of hostility to her 
future sovereign occurred after her great 
beauty had won the hand and coronet 
of the fabulously rich 1 of Dudley. She 
certainly did not want. “distinction then. 
No “distinction “ conferred upon any girl— 
English or American—by the Prince of 
Wales ever gained tor her sucha marriage 
as that. 


ONE OF NATURE’S CURIOSITIES, 


A Mysterious, Bottomless Lake Which No 
Living Thing Can Survive. 

„ Devil's Lake,” in Calhoun County, Ala- 
bama, seventy miles east of Birmingham, is 
one of the most remarkable natural curiosi- 
ties to be found in America. The lake is oval 
in shape and covers about four acres of 
ground. No vegetation of any kind grows 
on ite banks and nothing lives in iu waters. 
Even snakes and terrapins shun the waters 
of Devil’s Lake, and fish placed in it die in a 
few hours. The water is clear limestone, 
with a peculiar taste, which makes it unpal- 
atable to man or beast. Horses and cows 
will not drink it, no matter how thirsty they 
ma 
Deep down below the surface of the lake 
may be seen what appears to be the charred 
and blackened trunks of large trees. They 
stand upright in the water, but have neither 
root nor branch and never rise to the surface 
or sink to the bottom. The lake has no out- 
let and the volume of water in it is the same 
all the time. 

A strange fatality attaches to this lake. 
Once it was the favorite resort of the boys of 
the neighborhood for bathing and swimming, 
but now they never go near it. Fifveen boys 
have been drowned in its waters in twice 
as many years. A few of the bodies 
were recovered, but those who were 
drowned any distance from the banks sunk 
to the bottom and were never brought to 


‘the surfacs, 


The depth of the lake has never been ascer- 
tained. Soundings to a depth of 700 feet 
found no bottom, and the people in the vicin- 
ity say the lake hasnone. The Indian legend 
+ § the origin of the lake is that before the 
white man came to this country two tribes 
became involved in a war, and after a num- 
ber of bioody the smaller tribe was 
almost exterminated. Then the old men and 
chiets of the weak tribe sued for peace and 
arranged for a council. While the pipe was 
being passed around a signal was given and 
the chiefs of the strong tribe suddenly 
sprang up with drawn tomabawks and mur- 
dered every one of the chiefs of the smaller 
tribe. 

Then the war was renewed and carried on 
untiJthe weak tribe was exterminated. A 
few moons after the massacre of the chiefs a 
fire broke outin the pine forest where the 
massacre occurred. The fire burned in this 
spot for eight moons and the ground sunk 
down out of sight; the tire disap and

TRANSCONTINENTAL TRAFFIC. 


Divisions of Bates via Cincinaati and 
Louisville. 

The Freight Committee of the Central 
Traffic Association has appreved the foliow- 
ing memorandum of agreement with the 
Southern Pacific company touching trans- 
continental traffic via Cincinnati and Louis- 
ville, to take effect, west-bound, Monday, 
March 24, and east-bound on due notice 
by the Southern Pacitic: 

The divisions between Toledo and Cincin- 

nati and all intermediate points through 
which Toledo freight passes to Cincinnati to 
be 9 per cent on west-bound traflic to 
Cincinnati and 11 per ceat on east- bound 
traffic from Cincinnati. 
' ali points north of Toledo and the 
nor nern boundary line of the States of In- 
diana and Ohio, between Lakes Michigan 
and Erie, to and 12338 Detroit and east 
of the agreed territorial line drawn from 
Toledo to Cincinnati to and inciuding Pitts- 
burg, Buffalo, and Wheeling, the divisions 
are to be 11 per cent on west-bound trale to 
Cincinnati and 18 per cent on east-bound 
traffic from Cincinnati. 

In both cases the territories are as defined 
in transcontinental circular No. 13 on busi- 
ness and St. Louis, except that 
the territory north of Toledo, etc., as shown 
above, is now to be included in the Pittsburg 
district whether the traffic passes via Cin- 
cinnati or Louis ville. 

The divisions between Toleao and points 
which take Toledo rates on the route from 
Toledo to Cincinnati, but not including in- 
cinnati, are to be 11 per cent west-bound to

ANOTSER CLAIMANT TO 4 VAST 18. 
TATE IN CALIFORNIA, 


The Wgil-Known Club Man of London 
Wants Some of the Ducats Left by 
Thomas H. Higthe of San Francisco— 
Feare Still. Expressed That Prince Bis- 
marck’s Kesignation Will Upset the 
Peace of Europe—Political Notes from 
Germany—Other Cabte News. 


Lonpox, March 2%.—Three years ago 
Thomas H. Blythe died in San Fran- 
cisco, leaying a fortune somewhere about 
$4,000,000. There were pienty of claimants 
as may readily be imagined, incluamg 
two so-called wives, a daughter, and a family 
of gypsies, and so many more that the case 
became so prolonged and complicated that 
the question Who is the heir?” still remains 
unsolved. But now a new claimant has 
Sprung up. It is none other than 
Capt. Carleton Biythe, the well-known 
club and coaching man, and patron of 
the drama. Everybody in London knows 
Carleton yth. He is a traveler of 
considerable experience, has been around the 
world sporting and yachting, knows and 
likes the United States, and will .shortiy 
visit San Francisco to push his claim for we 
Blyth millions. He does, not propose to let 
the grass grow under his feet, and will push 
matters with the greatest energy. 

Carleton Blyth is 39 years of age and has 
been married, but is now a widower. He 
lives in London. He is now staying at the 
Hotel de Paris at Monte Carlo. A reporter 
asked him whut he thought about his chances 
of getting the Blythe millions. 

“T think my case is so strong,” said Carle- 
ton Biyth, that we shall be prepared to be- 
have in a generous way. ‘Several of the 
other claimants have come to our assistance, 
seeing that their claims are so poor and they 
“oo mine as so strong.“ 

“On what do you base your claim!“ 

“On the marriage of my uncle, Thomas 
Biythe. He had a son by a governess, but 
this son we all looked upon as illegitimate. 
Lately, however, a Marriage certificate bas 
come to light which shows that there was a 
marriage ceremony. This son's name was 
Thomas H. Blythe. He was very wild, like 
his father, and was sent to California at an 
early age by his grandfather. He went to 
the gold diggings, and he made money. 
He bought houses and property around San 
Francisco.“ 

Capt. Biyth went to his deposit box and 
roduced a letter, from which the following 
$an extract. It is from Clement Bennett, 
United States Official Reporter for the North 
ern District of California, and is addressed 
to Mr. Theodore Lumley, Blyth's attorney, 
and dated Jan. 30. It reads: 

There is a contest going: on in the Superior 
Court No. 9 of San Francisco over the estate of 
Thomas Blythe, who died here three years ago, 
leaving an estate valued at between three and 
four mitlion dollars, perhaps more, very slightly 
encumbered. N 

There are numerous claimants, the principal 
one being a young girl about 18 years of age 
calling herself Florence Biythe. She claims to 
ve the iilegitimate child of Blytme by a woman 
going by the name. of.dulia Ashorofi It is 
stated that Blythe met this woman in the streets 
of London, and, after spending several nights in 
ber company, returned to Oalifornia, and her 
father, James Orisp Berry, a London astrolo- 
ger, some time after informed him of the birth 
of a child and beaged for assistance. 

Biythe, undoubtedly, down to the time of his 
death, believed the child his. He corresponded 
with her and sent her money. Our Civil Code 
Sec. 250. provides in substance that the father of 
an illegitimate child, by publicly recognizing it 
as his own and receiving it into his family, 


adopts it. 

Of course, in such: a case the first thing to es- 
tablish beyond question is the paternity of tne 
child. This is by no means established. In the 
ease of littie Florence there is much evidence 
tending to prove that she was born before Blythe 
ever made this women's acquaintance, and was 
the daughter of a man whom Julia Berry subse- 

uently married, and who. went by the name of

Another claimant is a woman who calls ber- 
self the widow of the deceased, but who, before 
his death. went by the name of Alice Edith Dick- 
inson. Her case is now before the court, and she 
has sworn to a private contract of marriage with 
Blythe, but this, it will be shown is not ae satis- 


factory case. 
There are other claimants—the members of a 


family named Williams, who claim to be the 
nephew and cousins of Blythe, They insist that 
he was born in London and. was a baker by 
trade, and came to this country in 1850. They 
produce letters, undoubtedly in Blythe’s hand- 
writing, which show affection for and interest in 
the persons to whom they were written. 

If Cariton Biyth is a genume relative of 
Thomas Biythe he will be the first one who has 
hitherto appeared having any real claim to bis 
vast estate. As your client will have to inter- 
vene and establish his cause, I suggest Gen.

Today, however; the Progressist 
newspapers disdmas the prospects somewhat 
more doubtfully and are of forebodings 
as to What May happen with an untried Kai- 
serin full swing without the restraining 
counsel of the old adviser of his grand father. 
They speak of him as a young man of super- 
abundant nervous energy and of despotic 
spirit, and tney profess to dread the results 
of his rule. This scare is ia the way of a re- 
action from the natural pleasure which was 
telt at Bismarck’s iron band being lifted 
from the people and will probably be short- 


lived.

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‘NOTHING LIKE LEATHER. 


AN OUTRAGE PROPOSED ON THE Man- 
UFACTURERS AND WEARERs. : 


Great Necessary of Life Much Dearer— 
Eastern Leather Men Protest Against 
Taxing Bides—The Proposed Tax Has 
Aroused a Storm of Indignation That 
Wilt Net Faally Down. 
New Lonx. March 21.—Among the princi- 
pal provisions of the new Tariff till which 
the Ways and Means Committee of the House 


of Representatives promises it will bring 


forth to the wondering consideration of the 
country within a few daysis one which de- 
olares that hides, which are now and have 
been for eighteen years on the free list, shall 
be wade dutiable at one and a half cents a 
pound. The provision appears exceedingly 
innocent as it reads to the uninitiated, but, 
after the manner of much recent tariff legis- 
lation, there has been aroused by it in the 
leather trade such a show ot indignation as 
should make Republican campaign managers 
doubt the advisability of allowing the Mo- 
Kinley Ways and Means Committee any 
further existence without the attachmenis 
of a chain and muzzle. : 

Wher it was announced in yesterday morn- 
ing’s newspapers that the committee had actu- 
ally resolved to take hides from the free list 
and impose a duty upon them of 1½ cents a 
pound there was such a storm of indignation 
as would have made Mr. McKinley think very 
considerately of a business which represents 
& capitalization of $350,000,000. Of course, as 
in the case of great trade interests, partiou- 
larly when itaffects the relations between 
the leather men and the public, there was 
at once a stream of indignant visitors 
upon Mr. Isaac H. Bailey, editor of the 
Shoe and Leather Reporter. They found that 
veteran Republican as indignant as any of 
bis visitors could possibly be, and the discus- 
sion, whica resulted from the general ques- 
tion, “Do you see what they propose doing 
with hides now!” was interspersea with ex- 
clamations of“ monstrous,” “ preposterous,”’ 
“outrageous,” and soon. But the leatnor 
men are, as a rule, promot to and before 
many visitors had calied upon Mr. Bailey it 
bad been decided that a remonstrance to 
the Ways and Means Committee should 
be drawa up and signed by the busi- 
nese-men who are affected by the proposed 
imposition of duty (which means every mau 
of importance in the Swamp) and sent to 
Washington w prevent the contemplated 
outrage being completed. Mr. Bailey wrote 
to Congressman Flower asking him how soon 
he wanted a protest from the leather men of 


posed bill. ecould have it as soon as he 
wanted it, Mr. Bailey added, because there 
was no division in the seutiments of tae 
members of the trade in regard to it. Then 
Mr. Bailey wrote this editorial, which ap- 
pears ih this week’s issue of the Shoe and 
Reporter; 
“LOOKING BACKWARD.” 

It is reportea that a majority of the members of 
the Committee of Ways and Means in the House 
of Representatives have agreed to report a bill 
in which a duty of 1% cents a pound is to be lev- 
ied on hides. Tais is 80 long a step backward 
that itis dificult to believe that the committee 
are in earnest. The impost on hides was removed 
eighteen years ago after a Pago appeal to 
Congress made by some of the strongest 
representatives of the ieather-producing in- 
dustry in the country, and concurred im 
by the whole fraternity without an er- 
ception. The abrogation of the tax was 
followed dy a considerable export trafic 
in hemlock sole leather, which has contin- 
ued and been increas ever since. It is so 
manifestly in violation of the principles of 
litical economy to tax a raw material of this 
nature that we have never for a moment imag- 
ined such a measure Would be proposed. Every 
tanner, shoe manufacturer, and shoe dealer in 
the United Stutes ought to sit down at once and 
address to his Representative a remonstranceé 
against taking hides out of their proper place on 
the free list. At —_ prices of hides the pro- 
posed duty would not only a burden but a 
burden most inequitably distributed. For ex- 
ample, on La Plate hides at 184 cents a pound, 
the murket price today, we duty would 
be 11 ver cent. ad valorem, But 
faloes, which sell t 4% cents a pound, 
the duty would be 35 per cent ad valorem. What 
could be the motive of the members of the com- 
mittee for making this extraordinary recom- 
mendation? Haven't the tanners bad trouble 
enough already in lifting their business out of an 
unremunerativye condition, that they should be 
offered up as victims of legislative oppression? 
We cannot make up our minds that a majority 
of the members can be persuaded to sanction the 
innovation. Our trade has some representatives 
in the popular branch of Congress, and they are 
protectionists. We take it for granted they will 
oppose the imposition of a duty on bides, and 
that they will make their opposition felt should 
there be need of it. 

Concerning this remarkably inequably di- 
videa duty Mr. Bailey said that the original 
duty, which was taken off in spite of protec- 
tion by a protectionist Congress in August, 
1872, was only 10 per cent, so that the Ways 
and Means Committee proposed not to re- 
store the duty which had been abrogated, 
but to impose one which in some instances 
would be more than three times as much. Just 
as soon,” said Mr. Bailey, “as the duty of 10 
per cent was taken off we began to export, 
and now there is a very large trade done 
with England and the Continent. The pos- 
sibility of the committee taking any such 
action as is accredited to them did not seem 
within reason to the importers of hides. 
It must be remembered, too, that the 
hides are relatively 
not being much more thao 

one-fourth of those used in this country for 
tanning purposes. Not alone has the placing 
of hides upon the free list opened up the im- 


it has made the tanning interests of this 


country . and numerous, It may 
be, in this connéction, a matter of grim sat- 
isfaction that the mau Who was most particu- 
larly interested in, and one of the chief 
movers in the abrogation of the duty in 18 
died about a year and a balf ago, and did no 
have the misfortune to see the measure which 
ne fought so hard to secure threatened in 
this way. This gentieman was George W. 
Alien of Milwaukee, and at the tanners’ 
conventuon which was held in Boston Sept. 
1, 1886, he reviewed his experience before the 
finance Committee of the Senate, fourteen 
years before, when his arguments overcame 
ali otstucles and succeeded in making hides 
free. His address is particularly interesting 
at this time. He said: 

In making an argument before the Finance 
Committee of the United States Senate in con- 
nection with the removal of the 10 per cent duty 
upon hides, which was one of the at obsta- 
cles in the way of the exportation of our leather 
to foreign countries, I made this remark: That 
there Was not one article that entered into such 
universal consumption as leather, not excepting 
preadstuffs, Senator Morrill of Vermont, who 
was upon that committee, said: “Mr. Allen, 
Will you prove that?’ SaidI: “ Yes.” After 
a certain age of minor childhood the gonsump- 
tion of breadstuffs commences, the milk period 
having been passed. At precisely the same age 
the consumption of shoes upon child also be- 
gins.

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TO VOTE DIRECT FOR PRESIDENT. 


The Bill Prepared by Congressman Lodge 
of Massachusetts. 

Philadelphia Jnguirer: The bill prepared 
by Congressman Lodge of Massachusetts, 
regulating Congressional elections, is of the 
utmost importance. It may not go througn 
in its present form, but some such legislation 
is sure to be adopted eithur by this Congress 
or in the near future. In brief, it applies 
the features of the Australian system to 
Representative districta. 

Federal control of Congressional elections 
is but a stepping stone to Federal control of 
Presidential elections. The électoral system 
bas stood the test ofa century, out it has re- 
ceived some pretty severe s The time 
must come when the present plan of 
Presidents by States must cease in the inter- 
est of purer polittes. There is no longer a 
nevessity for Electors and Electoral 
Why should no: every citizen of every State 
cast his vote directly for President and Vice- 
President, the grand majority in the Nation 
at mg 2 to determine the result? it is an old 
idea, but it will continue to be a pretty lively 
one until the change is made. 

The advantages of such a system are great, 
The premium on fraud would vanish. We 
sbould hear no more ot close States and the 
purchase of voters to carry them. Indiana 
could vote in peace. The gran to 
carry New York, New Jersey, and Connecti- 
cut Would come to an end, for a few hundred 
votes either way would make no change in 
the result. Every citizen of the Unived 
States would feel his vote was needed to 
help out the grand total, and the election 
would become of National importance 
the interest would not be confined to a 
perate contest over three or four States. 

About the only plausible objection to a Na- 
tional elecuon of this nature would be the 
frauds in the Southern States, but just here 
Federal control would s in. [Where a 
Republican majority in uth Carolina, 
Mississippi, or Louisiana would be turned 
into 4 tic majority of 50,000 to 
80,000 Texas would probably pile up 150,000. | 
Apply the Australian system to every pre- 
cinct. Make the law uniform everywhere, 
and the danger of fraudulent vo would 

ractically be eliminated. We should then

Too frequently it seems to be 
sary to cater to doubtful States, and 
close States have more than once controlled 
nominations that under other circum- 
stances would have gone here, The 
Nation’s greatest statesmen have been 
barred from competition 80 of 
location. In the selechon ofa deat we 
are thus sometimes confined to narrow Um- 
its, while the Nation at large has no more 
chance in a convention than Canada or the 
Sandwich Islands. The injustice of this is 
apparent to all, but the trouble has been 
to overcome the difficulty. 

There is but one way to overcome it, and 
that is the adoption of a constitutional 
amendment providing a change in the eiec- 
toral system. What is termed in these days 
“practical politics” can be overcome in no 
other way. Let the Nauon and not the 
doubtful States make the choice and we 
shall have purer politics and a minimum of 
fraudulent voting. As a movement in the 
directuuon of Federal control of Presidential 
elections we look upon Mr. Lodge’s bill with 
more than ordinary interest.
